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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15, 17-19 and 21-28 are allowed. 

Claims 15, 17, and 24-28 are allowed for reasons given in the previous office 
actions. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance claims 1-14, 
18-19, and 21-23: 

Both U.S patents No. 6,075,767 and No. 5,903,544 assigned to Sakamoto et al 
do not teach or fairly suggest the line card manager includes a router, which is recited in 
claim 1, as argued on page 14, lines 2-9 of the remarks filed on 5/20/2008. 

Claims 2-14 are allowed because it depends on allowed claim 1. 

Also, Sakamoto et al do not teach or fairly suggest a filter for filtering tlie data 
received from tiie first and second line cards based on wliicli is tiie active line card as 
recited in amended claim 18. 

Claims 19 and 21-23 are allowed because it depends on allowed claim 18.
